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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 2, 2007 have been fully considered, but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments appear to be on the following grounds: 

1. There is no motivation to combine the references, absent impermissible hindsight. 

The arguments are not persuasive for the following reason: 

1 . As an initial matter the examiner notes that Vetter is directed to extruding multi-walled 
polycarbonate sheets. McCloskey discloses a melt-polymerized polycarbonate and states in the 
reference that it is suitable for use in sheet products. More importantly, the polycarbonate of 
McCloskey provides the benefits of melt-polymerized polycarbonates (col. 1, lines 42-51) while 
eliminating the typical higher Fries content of melt polymerized polycarbonates, thereby yielding 
a product with better or non-degraded rheological properties (col. 2, lines 41 -col. 3, lines 40) 
which is very desirable in polycarbonate (col. 3, lines 34-40). 

Regarding the Numrich reference, Numrich teaches extruding polycarbonate and 
employs a filter in the melt stream and McCloskey et al. mention lower particulate levels (i.e. 
there are some particulates in the polycarbonate) (col. 1, lines 42-50). The examiner maintains 
that one having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to employ a filter in the 
polycarbonate extrusion method taught by Vetter et al. as is routinely practiced in the plastic 
extrusion art to reduce particulate levels (e.g. gels, black specs, other particulates) in the 
produced product in order to achieve a high quality product with the desired degree of light 
transmission and uniformity in appearance.
